“They could be great. 

Yet, their greatness is in their 
wild unpredictability. You 
have to be predictable to a 
certain extent in tag team 
wrestling. You also have to be 
trustworthy. | like Brower and 
Steele, but I'd still make them 
cut the cards. And they’d have 
to realize that the first match 
they disobeyed me would be 
the last match I'd be their 
manager. Guys like Brower 
and Steele don’t take 

orders well. 

“As for these two being tag 
team champions, | don't think 
it'll happen for years. That's 
because the current champs, 
the Valiants, will remain 
champs forever. No, at this 
point | wouldn't train Brower 
and Steel to be champions. | 
see them more as traveling 
bounty hunters, slaughtering 
any team | pay them to 
destroy. They'd be known and 
feared all over the world. | 
like that. 

“Did fans really think up this 
tag team? Incredible. Well, it 
just goes to show that you 
can't judge them all by the 
stupid majority. It's nice 
knowing there are some 
intelligent people appreciating 
your work.” 

It certainly is nice to know 
there are intelligent fans out 
there. Other writers have 
contacted me, urging that | 
not be deterred by criticism.

| once asked Ivan Koloff 
how he managed to be so 
great while most people 
insulted and hated him.

ticket. That entitles them to 
cheer or boo. It doesn’t entitle 
them to make any difference 
in how | feel about wrestling.

and lies are protected and 
defended. That is not 
journalism. Thatis propaganda. 
Dictators use such propaganda 
to distort what is good and 
what is bad. That is what Dan 
Shogket is trying to do to you. 
He is using wrestling as. his 
vehicle to power. 

Eighty percent of our letters 
deal with fans’ approval of 
scientific wrestling, and their 
disgust with rulebreakers. 
However, the 20 percent of 
fans who enjoy seeing rules 
violated and bodies broken 
are louder than their more 


civilized * counterparts. Not 
stronger or smarter. Just 
louder. 


Although | am quite fair in 
my supporting of wrestling, 
the same is not quite true of 
my actions toward rule- 
breakers. | spy on them, 
harass them and play, sneaky 
tricks-on them.
